Communist patrols have occasionally been 
anbushed and wiped out. 


2. The Chinese in the city strongly resent the presence of Soviet advisers. 
Recently a block off fine houses on London Koad was taken over and is now 
oecupied by three hundred Soviet advisers. The residents were :iven four 
deys to vacate their homes. 


3, The Chinese in Tientsin also talk as if they resent the shipmont of whit 
flour to the north. ‘They see this flour being loaded and believe it is 
going to Russia; in Tientsin only yellow flour can be bought. Government 
ofvicials have announced that in exchange for tne white flour the Chinese 
are receiving good lumber. The ordinary “hinese says, “Lumber is good 
caly for coffins," 


|. CGonetant nerades are held, and each apartment house must supply a certain 
number of housshold servants to march. when one parader was asked what he 
was shouting for, he replied, “I don't know, The man says shout, so I shout." 
Another parader was asked if he really thought MAO Tse~tung was great, as ne 
was shouting.
